daughter, married Mr. George Hope, of 
Luffness, some time Tory member for 
Windsor, and brother of the famous 
James Hope Scott. Mrs. Hope died at 
Bothwell Castle, Lanarkshire, which had 
been her principal residence for many 
years past, and she was buried in the Luff- 
ness vault at Aberlady, East Lothian, the 
funeral being attended by the Duke of 
Buccleuch and Lord Home and by nu- 
merous members of their respective fam- 
ilies.—London Truth, 


Abandoned Faring In Massachusetts. 
Within the borders of the old Bay 


State are more than 900 abandoned 
farms. 
A list of many of these for- 


saken homesteads is occefesible at the 
headquarters of the state board of agri- 
culture, and any one who wishes a 
country life and country air can have 
his longing gratified for ft very small 
outlay in cash. 


Most of these abandoned farms are 


found in the hill towns of tho western 
counties, ideally beautiful for situa- 
tion, many of them, and lacking only 
the touch of the wand wealth to be- 
come magnificent manors.

Utilization of Niagara. 


It is quite likely that the first large 


contract the company which is to sup- 
ply power from Niagara Falls will take 
for the delivery of power at a distance 
from its central station will be to light 
the city of Buffalo. 
This will require 


8,000 horse power. The present value of 
a horse power generated from steam in 
Buffalo is $35 per annum. 
The com- 


pany is now willing to contract to fur- 
nish on its grounds at Niagara Falls 
horse power per annum of twenty-four 
hour days at these rates: For 5,000 
horse power, $10 per horse power; for 
4,500, $10.50; for 4,000, $11; and so on 
down to 300 horse power, for which there 
will be charged $21 per horse power per 
annum. 


If there be not a very great loss of 


power in the transmission to Buffalo, it 
seems very likely that the company will 
have no difficulty in underbidding any 
concern now using steam as the motive 
power for the electric lights, as the loss 
by transmission is considerably less than 
20 per cent. About the use of water power 
of the great falls in Buffalo within a year 
or so there can be no doubt. When it 
shall be brought to New York is another 
matter, but about that there are not so 
many elements of improbability as to 
excite men to scoff, for power has al- 
ready been transmitted electrically a 
great distance, and that, too, with rea- 
sonable economy.—Harper's Weekly. 


DaiigerouH Experiments. 


There is a scientific person in Eng- 


land just at present who apparently 
spends his whole time in hanging newly 
born uifants to a branch of a tree, or 
rather it is the infants who hang them- 
selves, in consequence of the scientific 
person's encouragement and advice. The 
branch is put in an infant's hands, and 
is then lifted into the air, when it is 
found that the infant will retain its hold 
and remain suspended by its hands for 
fully two minutes.

The outbreak of inilnuuza is spreading 


fast, with its enstoi.mry concomitant of 
a highly incre.ispil mortality from res- 
piratory affections. la the metropolis, 
for one week, thirteen deaths wore at- 
tributed primarily to influenza, the total 
death rate being 1'J.O per 1,OJO, or slight- 
ly less than the preceding week. It may 
be noted that the death rate at Plymouth 
for the week ending Nov. 2# was 38.3, 
or precisely double what it was throe 
weeks previously. There has also been 
a rise in the death rates of Newca&tle- 
on-Tyne and Sunderlaad. Influenza con- 
tinues to be very prevalent in Scotland; 
it has appeared in n severe form o,t 
Sandy, one of the islea of Orkney. In 
Glasgow it is said that it has never been 
BO widespread and severe as at the pres- 
ent time, and almost the same is true of 
Edinburgh. In both places the resources 
of the profession have been severelj 
taxed. 


Abroad the accounts are of like im- 


part. At Berlin it has been prevailing 
during the past month. It bus boon 
very severe at Hamburg and Dusseldorf, 
and is also spreading rapidly in the Silo- 
sian provinces and Schleswig-IIolstein. 
It has appeared again in Paris, where 
Professor Brouardel has stated that it 
was responsible for 100 deaths during 
one week. The Australian mails bring 
accounts of the deaths of several promi- 
nent Melbourne citizens from influenza, 
and our New Zealand correspondent 
also speaks of its prevalence,—London 
Lancet.

It is estimated 


that all the money paid in Philadelphia 
for January interest and dividends ex- 
ceeds $10,000,000,—Philadelphia Ledger.

BiHiorstitious. His death, however, has 
revived the story of the yellow boy's 
tooni. tho ghost chamber said to exist at 
Knobworth house, the beautiful ances- 
tral home of tho Lyttons for more than 
(iOO years. At Mr. W. P. Frith'a door 
must the charge be laid of having put 
the interesting tale iu circulation, for we 
rind it first in his engaging volume of 
••tteminisceiices." After relating West- 
wood'u experiences with the weird wom- 
an of the Miiisou Blob, the painter sup- 
plements tho story by another anecdote 
of more tragical significance. 


"At Kuebworth," he says, "the seat 


of Lord Lytton. thero is a bedchamber 
I'jitleil tho yellow boy's room " He then 
i»roi-i'e<ls to relate that during a visit to 
Kuebworth. Lord Castlereagh, while the 
•^ncbt of tho grandfather of tho late 
bntihh embassador to Paris, was as- 
Mgned without u word of warning to the 
mysterious and haunted room. Feeling 
very tired ho soon dropped into sleep, 
but his uneasy slumbers were troubled 
:ind it wus not long before he awoke. 
What it was which bturtled him his lord- 
whip never knew, but the sight which 
met his eyes as he gazed at the still burn- 
ing tire in his room was startling enough. 
Tho tigure of a boy, with long, yellowish 
ntir streaming down, sat in front of the 
fireplace svitb his back toward the Irish 
nobleman. As tho latter looked, the lad 
urose, turned toward him, and drawing 
back the curtain at the bottom of the 
bed with one hand, with the other he 
drew his fingers two or three times across 
his throat. 
Of course the impression 


produced on Uastlereagh was decidedly 
disturbing. 
Bulwer insisted that he 


must have been dreaming, but his lord- 
ship declared with emphasis that he saw 
tho figure as distinctly as he saw his host 
•it that moment, and that, far from being 
asleep, he was wide awake. 


A TERRIBLE EXPEDIENCE. 


Mr. Frith then adds that Mr. Bulwer 


did not tell Lord Uastlereagh — Byron's 
"carotid cutting Uantlereagh" — that the 
yellow boy always appeared to any one 
who was destined to die a violent death 
:ind always indicated tho manner of it 
•o his victim. 


A more amusing and less unpleasant 


incident is told of the same chamber at 
Kneb worth by our artist author, the 
subject being a timid, nervous brother 
painter who spent a night at the poet's 
lovely and stately retreat in Hertford- 
shire, The father of the author of "Ln- 
cile," Mr. Frith says, confided the de- 
Uils of the Castloreagh story to his 
guest on allotting the yellow boy's room 
to him, remarking on bidding him good 
night, "You will not be frightened, will 
yon?" "No — o — o,'' said the painter, with 
an ashy face. "Well, it is getting late; 
what do you say to retiring? Yes, that 
ia your candle. Too warm for a fire in 
your room. You don't mind? Good 
uight." "The rest of the story shall be 
told," says Frith, "in my old friend's 
words as nearly as I can remember them, 
I had seen," ho went on, "the infernal 
loom before dinner, and 1 thoxight it 
looked a ghostly sort of place, and when 
1 leached it that night what would I not 
nave given to be back in niy own room 
at home! I looked under the bed, up the 
great, wide chimney, and had a shock 
from the sight of my own face in the 
looking glass. No ghost could be whiter 
t han 1 was. } don't believe in ghosts, 
von know, but still it was really too bacj 
of Lytton to tell me such things just as 
i was going to bed, and then to put me 
in the very placet There was an awful 
old cabinet, i managed to pull open the 
door and was tugging at the other, when 
my candlo went out— how. I don't know 
— somebody seemed to blow it out. 1 
i-an t tell you what became of it; all 1 
know is 1 jumped into bed with 
Doots on, and lay trembling there for 
honrs, Frith— literally for hours — till 
sleep took meat last; and never was ] 
more thankful than when I awoke and 
saw the sun shining in to the yellow boy's 
room. " 


NO TRUTH IN THE STOKY. 


• The circumstantiality with which Mr. 
Frith tells these short tales must con- 
vince his readers that he is thoroughly 
Fiitiaiiod jn his own mind that the inci- 
dents which he carefully describes all 
happened at Knebworth. And yet, in 
.that respect, he is altogether out in his 
reckoning. There is no yellow boy's 
room in that grand old house of the Lyt- 
tons at Knebworth. Lord Castlereagh 
Tievev spent a night there, nor is it known 
that he ever visited the place in his life. 
Jn tho autumn of 1884 1 spent two 
ctf 


three very agreeable days at Knebworth, 
the guest of Lord Lytton, who very kindly 
showed me everything of interest about 
.bis borne and its charming surroundings. 


i thought it strange that the j»ellow 


jjoy's room — if there really was such a 
room— hart not been open to me, and that 
the very story associated with it in tho 
jj'rith romiuis.cences had been kept back. 
Bo 1 sent off a hr. tried note to Owen 
JJoredith, then performing his embassa- 
dorial functions in the gayest capital in 
fcinrope, and an early mail brought ine 
theeo lines: 
"PARIS, 8th Feb'y. 1888. 


"My DKAK MR. STEWART — 1 answer 


yonr letter of the 12th ulto. in desperate 
HUd tmavoidable haste. Mr. Fnth's 
autobiography is all wrong about the 
story of the 'Yellow Boy.' That story 
was told by Sir Walter Scott of Lord 
Castlereagh, who is said to have seen 
the 'Yellow Boy' in some house in Ire- 
land at the time when he was secretary 
for Ireland, just before the union, and 
the story went that the apparition then 
predicted to him the mode of his death 
.JJnt tho incident certainly did not occui 
at Knebworth, nor do I think Lorcl 
Castlereagh was ever there.

This will 
need inspection, as the best of maids 
get careless in a duty oft performed.

Vulunble Deposit, 


One of the most remarkable of all de- 


posits of silver is at the Broken Hill 
mines in Australia. At that place the 
precious metal is found lying in an enor- 
mous lode. 


It has been suggested by Mr. George 


Sutherland that this great deposit of 
silver was left by a large salt lake that 
has now disappeared, but tracks of 
whoso former existence are clearly to be 
seen. 


According to this interesting theory, 


the salt lake was formed of imprisoned 
ocean water, a largo quantity of which 
was caught in a basin between ranges 
of hills when Australia was lifted out of 
the se:i. This water gradually leaked 
and was evaporated away, leaving do- 
posits of the mineral and other matter 
that it had held in solution.

the viola family (as pansies, for in- 
stance), but no red; red and yellow 
gladolii, but no blue, and so on, — St
